*Why is it called Whitewoman Street? 

Mary Harris, an Indian captive, is considered the first 
white woman settler in the Ohio Country. She and her 
Indian family settled in a nearby town in 1748. She was so 
respected by her Indian peers that they named the town 
Whitewoman Town, the trail to the town Whitewoman 
Trail, and the nearby river Walhonding (which means 'White 
Woman'). That trail became today's Whitewoman Street.

If you and your family are anxious to get far away without 
a long drive, then an inexpensive trip to Roscoe Village 
may be just the ticket. Roscoe was once a bustling port 
along the Ohio and Erie Canal. It is now home to delightful 
shops, restaurants and tours of the historic buildings. 

The Village offers guided and self-guided tours focusing 
on the life in an 1800s canal town. Visitors get to interact 
with traditional artisans such as weavers, broom makers, 
and printers; meet an 1800s doctor in his office; watch the 
village blacksmith who uses old-fashioned tools and fire 
to demonstrate the forging techniques that were used in 
the 1800s; and participate in an old-fashioned one-room 
school lesson. For more information on living history 
tours, visit www.roscoevillage.com 800-877-1830. 
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They are also home to the controversial Newark Holy 
Stones which were uncovered in the 1860s in the 
Newark Ohio Earthworks (Hopewell Indian culture).
